Another T nymph 
For Hid FBI 


Editorial — By BRUCE BIOSSAT 
The FBI, which has few failures 
to acknowledge in its long career, 
merits another bow for its appar­ 
ently successful solving of the Vic­ 
tor Riesel acid-throwing case. 
Never content when stones are 
loft unturned, J. Edgar Hoover’s 
agent* not only put the finger on 
the man who threw the add in 
the labor columnist’s face, but ar­ 
rested tho labor racketeers who, 
they charge, masterminded the 
•hocking attack. 
Acorcding to the FBI, the king­ 
pins in the crime were the notor­ 
ious Dio brothers, Johnny and Tom­ 
my. Johnny Dio is reputed to be 
OM of the nation's most powerful 
gangsters. 
This case was of more than or­ 
dinary Interest not merely because 
Hie victim was a well-known col­ 
umnist, hut because the FBI’s in­ 
tervention gave the investigation 
Cke only real impetus it got 
It is fully established that the 
New York authorities allowed sev­ 
eral days to pass before they in­ 
terrogated Hie hospitalized Riesel 
after the assault last April 5. 
When Hwy finally did get going 
they made little headway. 
And 
there were dear signs of resent­ 
ment at the FBI’s entry into the 
affair. 
Certainly the state’s police pow­ 
er, guaranteed by the federal con­ 
stitution, cannot be trampled on. 
The. mere failure of state authori­ 
ties to live up to their responsibili­ 
ties does not permit federal police 
intervention. 
In this instance, the FBI moved 
in not because New York’s efforts 
were ineffective but because the 
presumption was that the add- 
throwing was an attempt to pre­ 
vent Riesd from testifying before 
a federal grand jury looking into 
labor rackets. 
Evidently the gangsters’ chief 
miscalculation was forgetting that 
a federal agency was involved. 
They have learned, to their sorrow, 
that it’s risky business to get the 
FBI on your trail. 
Under 
the circumstances, tht 
New York authorities could have 
had no reasonable objection to the 
FBI’s moving in, and should have 
welcomed it. 
That they did indicate protest 
raises fresh questions about the 
efficiency of law enforcement work 
in the country’s biggest tity, es­ 
pecially in view of the fact that 
New York has proportionately just 
about the largest backlog of un­ 
solved crimes of any major city 
anywhere.

On September I the Illinois De­ 
partment of Conservation, Division 
of Forestry, started accepting or­ 
ders from owners of rural land for 
IO,OOO,(WO reforestation tree seed­ 
lings and wildlife plants, according 
to Jim Menzie, farm forester at 
Harrisburg. 
Most .of the orders will be de­ 
livered next spring. 
Shipments 
will be made by express collect un­ 
less landowners residing near the 
nurseries, located at Jonesboro and 
Havana, wish to call for their seed­ 
lings. 
Farmers, sportsmen, and other 
rural land owners are urged by the 
forester to contact the Springfield 
office or their nearest forestry of­ 
fice immediately to obtain applica­ 
tion forms and helpful planting in­ 
formation. 
Forms and advice also 
are available from the county farm 
adviser and from the local Soil 
Conservation Service office. A tree 
planting machine will again be 
available free of charge to those 
planting several thousand trees. 
Arrangements should be made with 
the Farm Forester for its use when 
the trees are ordered. 
Prices of the 17 evergreen and 
hardwood species available range 
from 
cent to \V i cents per seed 
ling, or $5 to $15 per thousand 
trees. Multiflora rose is priced at 
$12.50 per thousand and black wal-
